By the acts of the last legis- 
lature the office of criminal prosecutor 
was abolished. Hereafter the duties of 
that officer will divolve on the circuit 
prosecutor which, of eourae, makes the 
position doubly important and the 
duties much more intricate and ar- 
duous. In addition to these duties, 
which alone require the manipulation 
and management of a lawyer who has 
been tried and not found want- 
ing, there are other and entirely 
new duties thrust on that office which 
will require the attention of the best 
apd most competent man the people 
cfm select, for their interests are at 
stake. 
We refer to the collection of 
delinquent taxes and tkeir legal re- 
covery. 
The law 
conferring the 
duties referred to is as follows: 


See. 222. Hie county auditpr shall 
make a list each year, before the 81st 
day of December, of all the Unde,

such description sh^ll bé sufficient, if 
made in the mannev that lan^ may 
be asseased for taxatioo^ u n ^ , this 
act; and the atiditorj if he l|nd| the 
description on the tax dnpucap^ or 
delinquent list imperfect, shi^ cortect 
and perfect the same, and he may 
amend such description at any time, 
which list he shall certify under his 
hand and seal of office to be a true 
and correct list of such unsold lands, 
and he shall deliver the same to the 
Prosecuting Attorney, with an order 
to him to proceed to enforce the lien 
of the state of Indiana for such taxes, 
penalty, interest and costs upon such 
lands or lots. Before such Prosecuting 
attorney shall proceed to enforce siich 
lien he shall abcertain, if the same 
can be done, the name and residt^nce 
of the owner of such lands or lots, 
and he shall proceed to bring suit in 
the circuit court of the county in 
the name of the state of Indiana, on 
the relation of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, against such owner, making par- 
ties thereto all persons who claim to 
have ^an interest in said lands fjsnd 
lots, or who appear by the public rec- 
ords of the county to have judgment 
liens, mortgage liens, or other liens of 
record, upon said lands or lots, and 
requiring them to assert such liens oi^ 
claims in said suit. 


In addition to the important duties 
there imposed, the law further says: 


Sec. 71. If any person or corpora- 
tion shall give a false or^raudulent 
list, schedule or »«tatement required by 
this act, or shall willfully fail or re- 
fuse to deliver to the assessor, when 
called on for that purpose, a list of 
the taxable personal property which 
he is required to list under this act, 
or shall temporarily convert any part 
of his personal property into property 
not taxable, for the fraudulent pur- 
pose of preventing such property from 
being listed, and of evading the pay- 
ment of taxes thereon, he or it shall 
be liable te a penalty of not less than 
fifty dollars, nor more than five thou- 
sand dollars, to be recovered in any 
proper form of action, in the name of 
the state of Indiana, on the relation 
of the Prosecuting Attorney. The as- 
sessor shall forthwith notify the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of such delinquency 
or ofiense, and he shall prosecute 
such offender to final judgment and 
execution, and such fine, when col- 
lected, shall be paid into the county 
treasury, for the use of the county, 
and the Prosecuting Attorney shall 
receive ten per centum commisnon of 
all moneys so collected and paid in, 
and a dccket fee of ten dollars to be 
taxed and collected with costs in such 
actions. 


We hope it doesn't require a dia- 
gram or a process of reasoning to 
demonstrate the vital importance of 
the office of circuit prosecuting attor- 
ney. On him devolves the duty of 
prosecuting criminals, and tbe success- 
ful prosecution of criminals means 
peace and safety to the people of our 
growing city and county, but their 
nnsuccesuful prosecution means defi- 
ance to the law and that vice and 
crime will flourish. Then comes the 
duties of prosecuting civil cases, which 
requires a lawyer who is conversant 
with civil law, and last but noe least 
comes the legal collection of delin- 
quent taxes, a tank which has hereto- 
fore required the attention of the 
sharpest men in the state. 
For the 
performance of all these duties the 
salary of 
the circuit prosecuting 
attorney, 
we are 
informed, 
will 
amount to upwards of $5,000 per 
annum. 
Will the democratic party 
elect an incompetent and 
inexperi- 
enced boy to such a position, in fact 
the most important position in the gift 
of the people? 
The Sentinel can- 
not and will not believe that a con* 
vention made up ot democrats and of 
citizens will so far forget their inter- 
ests and the interests of the party and 
the people as to dinplace a gentleman 
who has served the people faithfully 
and well in the capacity of circuit 
prosecutor 
when there

Heaves in Horses. 


There are several diseases known 
among farmers as heaves, some curble 
and some not, and requiring therefor 
veternary 
examination 
before de- 
ciding upon the form of disease and 
consequent remedy. The 
broken- 
winded horse is called heavy when the 
real trouble is in the throat, some of 
the muscles of the throat being para- 
lyzed. Again, a horse fall 
on dry 
and musty hay with no grain, often 
seems badly affected with heaves in 
starting out, but after long driving 
and plenty of drink appears greatly 
improved. There are types of the 
disease which an ordinary condition 
powder, and especially one containing 
saltpetre, will ameliorate. 
Where the 
trouble is with an excess of dry hay, 
the feeding of smaller quantities of 
cut feed, mixed with rye bran, and the 
mixture wet up with warm water will 
often prove of much service.—Conn«j- 
ticut Farmer.
